| WISH all parents would reallse 
that whooping cough is serious 
In babies under one yeur of age, 
Even in older children there {s dan- 
ger .of such.. complications ng 
-With the right treat- 
inent, the seyerl{y may be Iessencd, 
the ‘course of the disease shortened 
and complications prevented. 

Nearly everybody is famillar with 

the violent attacks of coughing and 
vomiting that come with whooping 
cough, These seizures ysunily end 
with a whoop, caused by a sharp 
drawing in of the breath following 
the coughing attacic. 
_ Probably the most necessary part 
of the trentment of whooping cough 
Is good nnd constant day-and-night 
nursing. ‘An infant with whooping 
cough should never be left unat- 
tended, because attacks may © come 
on suddenly and life-saving 
measures may have to be employed, 
suchsas the giving. of oxygen and 
the sucking out of seeretlons from 
the air passages in serious cases. 
The nurse jn charge of the baby has 
grent responsibility. 

The use of oxygen for young in- 
fants is particularly {mportant. It 
fs thought that putting: the Infant 
into an oxygen tent mny retieve ex- 
hnusting coughing attacks, 


Thick, Sccrotions 


The windplpe and bronchi or 
tubes in the lung frequently contain 
thick secretions and the exhausted 
infant is unable to cough them up. 
If there Is any sig of blocking of 
the wir pu fen, these seerctions 
must be sucked out, 

As a peneral rule latives or 
quieting, cough mixtures, or mix- 
tures which sthmulate the formation 
of secretions, do Httle good, 

Sulfathiazine is at times effective 
In the treatment of this disorder. 

The baby with whooping cough 
should be fed frequently, but should 
be given only small amounts of food 
at each feeding. 

Fluids may be given by injection
